The riowers of the 
Abutilon esculentain are used in Bra- 
zil as boiled vegetables. The flowers of 
Moringas pterygosperrce. the horserad- 
ish tree, are eaten by the natives of In- 
dia iu their curry. 


The young calices of Dillenia seara- 


bella and I), speciosa. which are swoll- 
en and fleshy, have a pleasantly acid 
taste and are used by the inhabitants; 
of Chittagoug and Bengal in their cur- 
ries and also for making jellies. The 
large, showy Sowers of the nasturtium. 
Tropaeoliuiu 
niajus. 
are 
frequently 


used along with the young leaves in 
salad. They have a warm taste not un- 
like that of the common cress, and it 
is from this similarity that the plant 
has gained the name of nasturtium. 


The hill people of India are fond of 


the Mowers of the rhododendron arbo- 
remn. and even -the European visitors 
use them for making jelly. Yet poison- 
ous properties are ascribed to the spe- 
cies of this genus, and it has been said 
that the II. pouticum' was the plant 
from whose flowers the bees ot" Tontus 
gathered the honey which produced 
the extraordinary symptoms of poison- 
ing described as having attacked the 
Greek soldiers iu the famous retreat of 
the ten thousand. 


The tiower buds of the Zygopuyllum 


fabago are used as a substitute for ca- 
pers, and the flowers of Melianthus 
major, a plant of the same order, are 
sa full of honey that the natives of 
Goo-l Hone, where the plant grows 
wiUl. obtain it for food by shaking the 
tree, when it falls in ;•, heavy shower. 
Cocy!"ba rr.iifera is remarkable from 
the peculiarity of the calyx, which he- 
comes pulpy and of a violet color, 
whence the plant gets its name of sea- 
side grape. The flower stalks of the 
Hoveaia duleis become extremely large 
and succulent and are used in China as 
a fruit. They resemble a ripe pear in 
flavor. Some cribes of the American 
Indians cook and eat the flowers of the 
pumpkin, and the Aztecs consider them 
a greater delicacy. 


Tire flower clusters of the cauliflower, 


which form themselves into a firm 
cluster or head varying from four to 
eight or more inches across, become 
the edible portion of one of the great- 
est of vegetable delicacies. In this it 
differs greatly from aH other members 
of the cabbage family, whose leaves 
and stalks are used for culinary pur- 
poses. The liower buds of the Capparis 
spinosa.- a plant which grows on the 
walls in southern Europe, are pickled 
in vinegar ia Italy and form what are 
commonly known as capers. These are 
chiefly imported from i?icily. though 
the plant is largely cultivated in some 
parts of France. The cloves of com- 
merce are the unexjiaaded buds of 
Caryophyllns nromainicus. a small ev- 
ergree::. native of tlse Moluccas, but 
cultivated 5n many parts of the east 
and West Indies. 
The flower buds 


of Calytranthes aromaticus. another 
plant -nf the same order, is a very gti«] 
substitute for cloves. The flower buds 
of the myrtle and also the berries were 
eaten as svi<-es v>y the nneients and are 
still In u>e in Tuscany. L-ong pepper is 
furnished by the immature spikes of 
fhe rhr.v'rr.
